Honorable mention is given to 
Lambda Chi Alpha, Beta Psi Alpha 
and the University Club units. For 
the previous week, ending Oct. 27, 
the ranking houses were the Uni- 
versity Club and Rodman Hall, 
with Alpha Tau Gamma earning 
honorable mention. 


The inspection system is another 
evidence that a normal pre-war 
schedule is being restored to the 
college. The procedure of week- 
ly visits to housing units follows 
the same plan which was in ef- 
fect here before war conditions 
brought about a shuffle in the 
academic routine. 


The standards by which the 
re-instituted inspection service are 
governed are the same as those 
which were in effect several years 
ago, and ‘the rules have been 
drawn up in line with suggestions 
made by the present students to 
Dr. Grinsted through the student 
Senate. 


In making weekly inspections, 
the needs of safety, health, and 
Sanitation are the guidig factors. 
The importance of regular inspec- 
tions has been emphasized by the 
recent fire in a fraternity house at 
Rutgers Universty, where “ed 
bersons lost their lives on the Sat- 
urday night of the Rhode Island- 
Rutgers football game at New 
Brunswick. 


In the visits to housing units 
here, such safety precautions as | 
fire extinguishers and fire escapes 
come in for regular checkups, and 
electric and plumbing fixtures, as 
Well as oteher building appurten- 
ances, come under the inspector's 
scrutiny, 

Dr. Grinsted, in praising the stu-

A. “chalet” for rundown and tu- 
bercular students from liberated 
France has recently been opened 
at Combloux in the Haute Savoie 
region of France, according to re- 
ports received by the World Stu- 
dent Service Fund, student relief 
agency with offices at 8 West 40th 
Street, New York 8, N. Y. Already 
50 students, mostly from Paris, are 
spending from one to three months 
in the quiet, invigorating mountain 
atmosphere. 

During the German occupation, 
university life in France was rend- 
ered nearly impossible. Curriculum 
and professors were strictly regu- 
lated. The Vichy government 
called up a large proportion of the 


student population for deportation | 


to Germany. Many escaped and 
joined the French Forces of the 
| Interior (FFI). Others did forced 


labor in German work camps OT’ -heet music are forever disappear- 


received prison sentences. As a 
result of such hardships and the 
severe food shortage, most students 
today are rundown in health, suf- 
fer from nervous disorders, are un- 
dernourished and have weakened 
resistance to infection. 


The Combloux Chalet is able to 
provide proper medical treatment 
for students before they return to 
their studies. Typical among the 
ones already back in school after a 
stay at Combloux is a nineteen- 
year-old medical student, who, 
white Caen was a center of fight- 
ing, shouldered-the entire burden 
of nursing 180 patients at the Caen 
hospital. After six weeks of un- 
ceasing labor, he contracted a pri- 
mary tuberculosis infection that 
would have kept him from finish- 
ing his studies. 

Life at Combloux is run directly 
by the students. A former student, 
served with distinction in the re- 
sistance forces, is in charge of the 
Chalet, and a medical attendant is 
responsible for the guests’ health.

| and ending at 10 at night with a
